
MARSE ABE MAKES DEBUT 



L. A. CELLA’S CRACK COLT WINS HIS INITIAL 
START AS A THREE-YEAR-OLD. 



Beats The Minks a Head in the Harvard Purse at 
Latonia — Sunshiny Weather Attracts Increased 
Attendance to Kentucky Course. 



Cincinnati, O.. May 28. — Today’s fine weather ac- 
counted for a greatly increased attendance at Latonia 
and served to induce heavy speculation, eighteen 
layers being worked to the limit to handle the play. 
The track, while somewhat improved, was still 
holding and sticky. Many of the starters found tin* 
going difficult to negotiate and several nearly came 
to grief liecause of frequent stumbling. 

The Harvard purse at one mile, named out of 
compliment to the famous eastern university and its 
alumni now here in convention, was the stellar fea- 
ture. While contested by only a small band of 
starters, the fiuisli was oue of the best seen during 
this meeting. Marse Abe. the crack for which L. 
A. Celia refused a goodly sum last year, making 
his initial three year-ohl start, won in a gruelling 
drive with The Minks. Marse .Abe showed alj Wit- 
old-time speed and nearly pulled E. Martin out of 
the saddle during the first three-quarters when the 
jockey attempted restraining tactics. In the stretch, 
however, lack of condition told and he tired, barely 
lasting long enough to win. Tom Hayward, which 
finished third, suirered from interference and also 
received an ill-judged ride, which combination of 
circumstances accounted for his failure to finish 
closer up. 

Slew foot and Jack Straw were the contenders in 
the only two-year-old race carded. Roth had been 
Lucked to the exclusion of the others and Slew font 
proved the winner. With better racing luck Jack 
Straw might have reversed the order of the finish. 

Tile opening race gave jockey Mountain liis first 
winning mount following his recent reinstatement 
after having been tinder suspension over a year, lie 
was on Pink Wings and the filly outclassed her op- 
ponents. 

Tim Kelly, smartly supported by a wise coterie, 
made good in the third, in which he led El. Dorado 
and Zeola to the finish. Marmorean. the favorite, 
.failed to run to her previous good form and faltered 
utter going a half. 

Water I^ake performed sensationally in the fifth, 
coming from far hack in the final furlong to gain the 
victory. -The closing event proved easy for Ronnie 
Hard. The disappointments of the race were Billy 
Pullman and Stone Street. 

Tlo* Harvard crimson was conspicuous among the 
spectators. In honor of the occasion the program 
was printed on crimson paper.

•quest of some good horses. 

There was a rumor prevalent that the old-style 
Ihookmaking booths would la* put on tomorrow. This 
"was denied by the management, who assert that the 
eastern system of betting will be the only one in 
vogue here. Gene Elrod, who Juis charge of the 
ring, stated tonight that there would lie at least 
twenty one layers in line tomorrow.

Tlv 
list embraces seventy-six eligibles and includes ev- 
ery prominent horse in the west. King’s Daughter 
is given top weight.

I STANDING TO HIS GUNS. 



A. -B. Spreckels One Breeder Not Alarmed by Legis- 
lation Hostile to Racing. 

New York, May 28. — A. B. Spreckels’ t Torbelllno 
has been gelded since he last appeared under colors 
and looks right good just now. It is improbable, 
however, that he will start in some time, perhaps 
not before the Sheepshead Bay meeting. With the 
possible exception of Voorliecs. Torbcllino is regarded 
as the handsomest horse that A. B. Spreckels’ Ayr- 
shire stallion. Solitaire II. has yet sent to the races. 
Manager Berry of the Spreckels racing stable looks 
for Torliellino to be a stayer. 

Adolph Spreckels is a man who has not been 
frightened by legislation hostile to racing either here 
or in his native state of California. Instead of cur- 
tailing Ills stud as so many other breeders have done, 
he is expanding. He has established the stallions 
Voorhees and Dr. Leggo at Napa Stock Farm in 
addition to Solitaire II. Berry does not expect to 
take any of the horses he has at Sheepshead back 
'home. He will have a big bunch of Napa Farm year- 
lings to break when he gets baek to the eoast. Mr. 
Berry predicts that there will he plenty of racing in 
California next winter. 



PRACTICAL NOT TO GO IN BELMONT. 



New York. May, 28. — John Whalen has decided not 
to start August Belmont’s Practical in the Belmont 
Slakes next week. The full brother to the unbeaten 
Priscillian is galloping satisfactorily at Belmont 
Park, but Whalen is of the opinion that it would 
•crowd him a bit to prepare him for the Belmont. It 
is Whalen’s intention to point Practical for the Su- 
burban Handicap, although it is just possible that 
'be may race ahead of that event in tbe Brooklyn 
Derby. which will be run on Saturday. .Tune lit. The 
Derby a race of one and one-half miles, which will 
.pay about $8,000 to the winner, lias hut twelve 
•eligible* this season, tbe most prominent of them 
’.being District Attorney. Joe Madden. Practical. Fay- 
•ette. Bon Donum* and Turncoat. If practical dcvel- 
*i|is anything like Prlscillian’s form of a year ago, be 
will have an excellent chance to beat these horses.

Trainer Whalen Is evidently 
cesirons of making something out of Glopper. hut 
Glopper is still a maiden. He lias finished second 
and third upon various occasions. He displays a 
tendency to quit in all his races.

King Edward’s Filly Finishes Second — Artful’s Sis- 
ter Again Unplaced. 



London. Eng.. May 28. — The classic Oaks was run 
at Epsom today, with the result that W. Cooper's 
Perola won. with King Edward’s Princesse de Galles 
second. Perola’s victory was easily achieved. She 
finished two lengths ahead of the king’s filly. Two 
lengths also separated the second and third horses. 
The favorite. Bleetra, faihnl to get away at the 
start, lost fifteen lengths and never appeared in the 
first flight. There were fourteen starters. 

King Edward was present and the crowd broke all 
record's for Oaks day. probably as a result of tin* 
tremendous enthusiasm which Minoru's Derby victory 
has aroused throughout England. 

Harry Payne Whitney’s Belle of Trov was among 
the starters in the Micklelian Selling Plate, but was 
left at the post. Mr. Whitney’s Artless was an also 
ran in the valuable Acorn Stakes, won by Yellow 
Slave.

Catesby Woodford Takes Initiative on Fixture for 
Two- Year-Olds Patterned After Saratoga’s. 



Lexington. Ky.. May 28. — Catesbv Woodford pro- 
poses for tliie 1910 spring meeting of the Kentucky 
Association a stake for two-year-olds, modeled after 
one of Saratoga’s big fixtures, and is now feeling 
the pulse of the western owners on the subject. 
He proposes that the race be opened for thorough 
brods now yearlings, giving each subscriber the 
right to name three colts or fillies for each sub- 
scription of $1,600. with the understanding that 
only one of the three is to start. If the subscrilier 
elects not to start $500 of his subscription is to tie 
refunded. 

ANTI-RACING MEASURE IN FLORIDA. 



Bill Passes the Senate, but Belief Prevails That 
House Will Not Concur. 



Tallahassee. Fla.. May 28. — Members of the state 
senate yesterday took an attitude directly opposed 
to that of the house on the racing question. They 
passed the Sloan anti-gambling bill, directed against 
none racing, by the vote of 18 to 7. This bill was 
introduced soon after the favorable measure which 
tbe house iiassed on* the question of permitting bet- 
ting on races. It is hardly believed that the bill 
will pass the house. Members of the lower body 
seem to favor the existence of racing here. 



CELT WILL BE STRONG FAVORITE. 



Will Be Held at Short Odds in the Brooklyn as 
Result of Thursday’s Showing. 



New York. May 28. — The Westchester Association 
provides an attractive half-holiday card for Belmont 
Park tomorrow. Three stakes — the Cosmopolitan 
Handicap, in which Jack Atkin. Frank Gjll and Fitz 
Herbert are conspicuous probable starters; the 
seventeenth running of the Pocantico for three-vear- 
olds. and the International Steeplechase’s fifteenth 
running — are down for decision besides a similar 
number of interesting overnight events. 

Sweep. sup|H>sedly Janies It. Keene’s best juvenile, 
is scheduled as a starter in the introductory dash 
at turf headquarters and race patrons will l»e able 
to judge for themselves just how good the exquisitely 
turned youngster is. 

Celt’s present remarkable form has been tbe chief 
topic of conversation among horsemen since Thurs- 
day. From present indications the great four-year- 
old will go to the post for the Brooklyn one of the 
shortest-priced favorites in the history of that 
notable Gravesend classic. With Master Robert re- 
moved. the experts figure that Celt will be opposed 
by only one op|M>nont worthy of the name — King 
James. Tlie latter’s owner. S. C. Hildreth, judging 
by a remark credited to him after Celt’s win over 
Choirmaster of Chesterbrook to the efl'eet that King 
James could have run backwards and beaten the 
pair, does not concede that Celt has the Brooklyn at 
ills mercy. 

Wise Mason’s stock for the Belmont Stakes also 
soared after the Thursday performance in which he 
defeated Joe Madden so easily. With Hilarious in- 
eligible and James R. Keene represented by the 
maiden, Sunbur.v. Hildreth’s three-year-old has been 
considered as having a mortgage on the $30,000 
stakes, but the defeat he sustained was so decisive 
that lie is now regarded with less favor than Wise 
Mason for this very rich turf prize. 

TRANCE OUT OF TRAINING. 



New York, May 28. — Trance has been thrown out 
of training, anil it is doubtful if she will be brought 
hack to the post this season at least. George Odom 
has been trying hard to fit her for the races, but 
he was forced to come to the conclusion that if she 
was to be saved for usefulness at all. she would 
have to tie blistered and turned out. This spring 
she was training in excellent fashion and Odom had 
hope that she would take tlie measure of some of the 
best of the three-year-olds. She had shown that 
she would go on and she had lost none of the 
brilliant speed that made her a remarkable two-year- 
old last year. She was only started once, and on 
that occasion, at Pimlico, she very easily disposed 
of some smart sprinters. After that race she was 
worked a mile in 1:46} and gave every evidence of 
developing into a mare capable of racing as far as 
horses are asked to go. Shortly after this work her 
knees* bothered her greatly and no amount of doctor- 
ing appeared to do them any good. 

GOES ABROAD TO SEE HIS HORSES. 



New York, May 28. — Thomas Hitchcock. .Tr.. who 
sailed Wednesday for France, will Ik? absent only a 
few months. Mr. Hitchcock is racing a string of 
sleepleehasers around Paris which includes old H>las, 
the four -year-old. Stokes, winner of last season’s 
Harbor Hill Steeplechase, and Regal Royal. Hylas 
won a steeplechase at Brussels. Belgium, and Stokes 
has won twice. Mr. Hitcheoek believes that Hylas 
is about to regain his old-tiiue form, and if the 
Meddler gelding continues to improve he may bear 
the green and violet in tlie next English Grand Na- 
tional over the famous Aintree course at Liverpool. 



NEW TRAINER FOR WHITNEY STABLE. 



New York. May 28. — It is understood that H. P. 
Whitney’s horses here will be trained in future by 
Thomas Welsh instead of by W. II. Karriek. who 
lias his hands full with the Oneok Stable’s string. 
Trainer Welsh has only a few horses in the New- 
castle Stable this year and has plenty of time to 
devote to Mr. Whitney’s racers. lie is one of the 
best handlers of thoroughbreds in America and if the 
material in hand amounts to anythiug he will soon 
get beneficial results.

Victory of Nod in Maiden Race Hits the Toronto 
Ring — King James Arrives to Make Bid 
for Toronto Cup Today. 



Toronto. Ont. May 28. — The conditions of two 
of the races at Woodbine this afternoon called 
for maidens. There were twenty-two entries made 
in these dashes. The first half proved an easy thing 
for Shore Lark, trained by Willie Shields, which 
filly beat her company in a roiup. Tin* last half of 
the race, which was run as the seventh, furnished 
a stirring contest in which the heavily backed Nod 
came from far tiebind in the stretch and licat out 
Tremargo a scant length. 

The .feature race was the Maple Leaf Stakes, and 
it proved a one-sided affair for Mondip, coupled with 
Lady Milner as the Seagram entry. Mendip was 
much, the best and won in a canter bv a dozen 
lengths. French Shore showed a lot of early speed 
in the race, but retired alter going a good six fur- 
longs. 

The races were run over a heavy track, but de- 
spite the change in the going the public had a good 
line ou the horses, four heavily backed second choices 
and a well backed favorite winning. Jockey Hlneh- 
cllffe rode two winners. Busy and Thomas Calhoun. 
Busy came froifi behind in his rare, while Thomas 
Calhoun made all of his own pace and won in a 
canter. 

A killing was made on the vietory of Nod in the 
closing event. He ran in the colors of Dr. R. W. 
Carter, manager of the Rancocas Stud at Johstown. 
N. J.. and was hacked frotn a high price of 30 to l 
down to 12 to 1. 

Dave Leary arrived at Woodbine this morning 
with Sam Hildreth’s good horse. King James. The 
latter shipped in good condition, and after being uu 
loaded was as frisky as a yearling. King James is 
top weight in the Toronto Cup. the Idg event of the 
meeting, which is provided as tlie feature of tomor- 
row’s program. Guv Burns came along and will 
have tlie mount on King .Rimes. The plans are Jo 
ship the horse back to Sheepshead Bav on Sunday, 
and he will lie a starter in the Brooklvn Handicap 
at Gravesend on Thursday next. The stiff going is 
supposed to favor High Private’s chances, and tlie 
latter will not lack friends. Either Gilbert or 
Harty will have the mount on the Fut-HvMfr candi- 
date. Mentry was to have ridden Guy Fisher. but. 
according to a ruling made by the stewards vesfei 
day. tills boy will not hereafter lie permitted to ac- 
cent mounts outside of tlie three stables that have 
calls on him. Those include William Cahill. J. Dv- 
nient aud William Walker. It was announced this 
afternoon that Direct will not start and in that 
event Rettig will have the mount on> Guy Fisher. 
Stromeland. Detective. Bellwether and Arnri are 
also doubtful starters. This leaves only King James. 
High Private. Guv Fisher. Hanbridge and Aroudack 
to go. Herbert will ride Hanbridge. while Goldstein 
probably will have tlie mount on Aroudack. 

Bouquet, of the Seagram stable, is coughing, 
which accounts for her absence from the list of 
Cup contestants.
